Thom as C. Hennings. J r . no* in 
his *ixth year of service in the 
United States Senate, was born in 
St. Louis on June 26. 1903. Elected 
to the Senate in 1950 —the only 
D em ocrat in the national election 
to unseat an incumbent Republican 
S enator—Senator 
Hennings 
has 
since, by virtue of seniority and 
length

service,

the 
third-ranking m em ber on the pow- 
erflu Senate Committe on Rules 
and Administration and fourht in 
rank on the highly im portant 15- 
m an Judiciary Committee. Upon 
the organization of the 84th Con­ 
gress. he was also appointed to the 
Senate Post Office and Civil Serv­ 
ice Committee.

M onths, j era tic Senate organization. During 
the illness last S um m er of Senate 
Majority leader Lyndon Johnson, 
he was Acting Assistant M ajority 
L eader of the Senate. Senator Hen­ 
nings served as an official U. S. 
Delegate to the Interparliam entary 
I nion Meetings, held in Vienna, 
Austria, in 1954 and in Helsinki, 
Finland, in 1955. 
Senator Hennings 
received his 
elem entary education in 
the St. 
Louis public schools. He was grad­ 
uated in 1924 from Cornell U niver­ 
sity with a B. A. degree and took 
his Law degree in 1926 at W ash­ 
ington University, completing the 
3-year law course in two years. 
He was adm itted to the Missouri 
Bar that sam e year. While attend­ 
ing Washington University. H en­ 
nings found time to coach the Uni­ 
versity track team and to teach in 
the English D epartm ent, in order 
to help d e f r a y the costs of his legal 
education. H e was also a lecturer 
in law at Benton College of Law . 
St. Louis, from 1929 to 1935 and 
was aw arded an Honorary Doctor 
of Law Degree by C entral College 
in Fayette. Missouri, in 1954. 
Introduced to political affairs at 
the age of 13. Hennings served as 
page at the 1926 D em ocratic N a­ 
tional Convention in St. 
Louis, 
which nominated Woodrow Wilson 
for the Presidency. Actively iden­ 
tified with the D em ocratic P arty 
from the tune he reached voting 
age. he served as precinct captain, 
election judge and deputy election 
commissioner. 
Within a few y e ars after gradu­ 
ation from law school. Hennings 
was appointed Assistant Circuit At­ 
torney. and acted as courtroom 
prosecutor in felony cases in St. 
Louis. He served in this capacity, 
in the height of the “ gang” era, 
from 1929 to 1934. He w as elected 
to the U. S. House of R ep resenta­ 
tives— the 
first 
Dem ocrat in

years to represent M issouri’s 11th 
Congressional District. 
He was 
twice re-elected and served a to- 
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tal ot six years in the House. 
While in the H ouse of R epresen­ 
tatives. H ennings w as a m em ber 
of the Foreign A ffairs C om m ittee, 
w here he consistently

world affairs and as early as 1937 
sought to rally assistance against

Harold Vogel and Louis Clark, 
of the Vocational Education De­ 
partment, were on the campus of 
the University of Missouri attend­ 
ing the annual convention for In­ 
dustrial Education instructors of 
the state, April 20-21. 
Two 
leaders in the industrial 
field, one from the Ohio Educa­ 
tion Department 
and the other 
from Labor, were the main speak­ 
ers. 
The theme of the conference was 
Technological 
Changes and Their 
Impact on Industrial Education” . 
Some starting facts were presented 
by the 
speakers concerning the 
effects that automation will have 
upon the workers in the field of 
industry. The youth will be direct- 
affected by the changes in enter­ 
ing jobs which will be available 
when they leave school. When the 
father 
of the present graduating 
class left school, they were able to 
find a common labor job which 
required no skill. Today the ditch- 
digger is a forgotton man because 
all Job openings today requires a 
high school education plus some 
skill. How can one get skill with­ 
out first getting a job? This is the 
problem facing the youth. 
There is a rapid growing need 
for technical trained men and wom­ 
en. With the coming of automation, 
a coined word which means the 
machine replaces the man in heavy 
work to free him for more skilled 
©r technical operations, fewer jobs 


v.'ill be found in the semi-skill class 
of workers. 
The important 
thing the high 
school youth should realize is that 
they need to get a well grounded 
General Education. To suceed in 
technical training a person should 
have a good working knowledge of 
mathematics and science. He must 
also be able to express 
himself 
intelligently 
which san only be 
gained by the diligent study of 
language. 
Students should try to 
make a decision early in their high 
school years and take those sub­ 
jects which 
will better prepare 
them for their goal in life. 
If the students are interested and 
have found through aptitude tests 
that they may be capable of suceed 
in a certain vocation they should 
endeavor to find out all they can 
about this field of work. 
Much 
valuable experience can be gained 
by working part-time in the job 
of his choice while still in school. 
This could be the time for explora­ 
tion. Many times students may be 
misinformed about a vocation by 
just reading about is or observing, 
but when actually working in the 
occupation they can get beneath 
the glamor and glitter of the job 
Statistics 
show’ 
that the high 
school graduate spends three and 
on-half years jumping from one 
job to another before finnally settcl 
ing down into his life work. 
Students should not waste their 
time — Life is too short.

Harold Vogel and Louis Clark, 
of the Vocational Education De­ 
partm ent, w ere on the cam pus of 
the University of Missouri attend­ 
ing the annual convention for In­ 
dustrial Education instructors of 
the state, April 20-21.

leaders in the industrial 
field, one from the Ohio E duca­ 
tion D epartm ent 
and the other 
from Labor, were the m ain speak­ 
ers. 
The them e of the conference was 
Technological 
Changes and Their 
Im pact on Industrial Education” . 
Some starting facts were presented 
by the 
speakers concerning the 
effects th at autom ation will have 
upon the w orkers in the field of 
industry. The youth will be direct- 
affected by the changes in enter­ 
ing jobs which will be available 
when they leave school. When the 
father 
of the present graduating 
class left school, they were able to 
find a com m on labor job which 
required no skill. Today the ditch- 
digger is a forgotten m an because 
all Job openings today requires a 
high school education plus some 
skill. How can one get skill with­ 
out first getting a job? This is the 
problem facing the youth. 
There is a rapid growing need 
for technical trained men and wom­ 
en. With the coming of autom ation, 
a coined word which m eans the 
machine replaces the man in heavy 
work to free him for more skilled 
or technical operations, fewer jods 


will be found in the semi-skill class 
of workers. 
The im portant 
thing the high 
school youth should realize is that 
they need to get a well grounded 
General Education. To suceed in 
technical training a person should 
have a good working knowledge of 
m athem atics and science. He must 
also be able to express 
himself 
intelligently 
which san only be 
gained by the diligent study of 
language. 
Students should try to 
make a decision early in their high 
school years and take those sub­ 
jects which will better prepare 
them for their goal in life. 
If the students are interested and 
have found through aptitude tests 
that they may be capable of suceed 
in a certain vocation they should 
endeavor to find out all they can 
about this field of work. 
Much 
valuable experience can be gained 
by working part-tim e in the job 
of his choice while still in school. 
This could be the tim e for explora­ 
tion. Many tim es students m ay be 
m isinformed about a vocation by 
just reading about is or observing, 
but when actually working in the 
occupation they can get beneath 
the glam or and glitter of the job 
Statistics 
show' 
that the high 
school graduate spends three and 
on-half years jum ping from one 
job to another before finnally settel 
ing down into his life work. 
Students should not waste their 
tim e — Life is too short.

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New Madrid Farm Notes 


Farm ers in the county are be­ 
coming more conscious of the a- 
mount of moisture required to uro- 
duce our field crops, states County 
Agent, Bert Robbins. 
Information 
released by the College of Agri­ 
culture indicates: 
About 24 inches of water are re­ 
quired in Missouri to produce a 
corn crop of 150 bushels per acre. 
About the same amount is requir­ 
ed for a 35-40 bushel soybean crop. 
Of course, adequate fertility, good 
soil tilth, and proper crop mana­ 
gement are also required. This 24 
inches of water is used from plant­ 
ing time to early maturity - a per­ 
iod of about 120 days. 
If the tem­ 
perature is extremely high, a lit­ 
tle more will be required. If there 
are a lot of cool cloudy days, a lit­ 
tle less will be needed. 
This wa­ 
ter is used by evaporation from 
the soil surface and by transpira­ 
tion through the leaves of the plant 
to the atmosphere. 
Daily use averages 1-5 inch. Dur­ 


ing the first part of the season dai­ 
ly use is lower than this average. It 
is highest toward the middle of the 
season when daily temperatures 
are highest. This is the period be­ 
ginning after the plant leaves com­ 
pletely cover the soil and ending 
when the seed begins to mature. 
After this the use of water is slow­ 
ed to about the same as during the 
early part of the season. 
1954 
the 
maximum 
use 
for 
both corn and beans occured during 
the middle two weeks of July. 
In 
1955 it was during the last week of 
J u ly and the first week of Aug­ 
ust. These two 14-day periods were 
the time of highest temperature 
for the two seasons. 
If water is not in plentiful supply 
corn and soybeans will not use 24 
inches and yields will be lowered. 
During the drouth year of 1955, on­ 
ly 19 inches of water were used by 
non-irrigated corn and it yielded 
79 bushels per acre. When irriga- 
i ted with 10 inches of water it yiel- 
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ded 154 bushels per acre. 
In the averag eseason there are 
17 inches of rain during the four 
month period of May to August. 
But only 14 inches of this amount 
is absorbed by the soil. The remin­ 
der is lost as runoff. 
This leaves 
a shortage of 10 inches for produc­ 
tion of a maximum crop. 
It can 
be supplied from moisture stor­ 
ed in the soil and from irrigation. 
At best, only 5 to 6 inches of this 
deficit can be supplied from t h e 
soil and only if it is a silt loam or 
clay soil. 
Sandy soil will supply 
only 2 to 3 inches. Thus, 4 to 7 inc­ 
hes of irrigation water could be us­ 
ed even in a season of average rain 
fall. 
Rain is not evenly distributed. 
Even in average or above average 
rainfall seasons there are periods 
of two to three weeks without rain. 
Soybeans have the ability to rest 
during these short periods of dr­ 
outh. 
They resume growth when 
water becomes available without 
a serious loss in yield. 
However, 
short periods of drouth seriously 
affect corn yields if they come dur­ 
ing the critical moisture period be­ 
ginning just before tasseling. This 
is the main reason why it is gener­ 
ally profitable to irrigate corn but 
not soybeans. 


Planting Combined Type Sorghnms 
Considerable interest has been 
evidenced in New Madrid County in 
the use of combined type grain sor­ 
ghums as a supplement to the cur 
rent crop now being grown, accord­ 
ing to Bert Robbins, County Exten­ 
sion Agent. This interest has been 
due to the comparatively good per­ 
formances of the sorghums during 
the past few dry years, the f a c t 
that the crop is not restricted b y 
allotments, and that they can b e 
harvested with the combined. 
There is one major difficulty in 
growing combine sorghums here 
in Missouri. 
Under normal moist 
fall conditions, the grain dries out 
very slowly in the field. 
T h i s 
makes it difficult to get the grain 


harvested wuth a low enough mois­ 
ture content to kep in storage. The 
College of Agriculture recommend 
combine type sorghums only v here 
a farm er has drying facilities o r 
can sell the crop direct from t h e 
combine to someone that can dry 
the grain. 
These sorghums 
are a warm 
weather crop and should be plant­ 
ed a week to ten days after normal 
corn planting. 
Planting rate should be 3 to 5 
pounds per acre. That seems like 
a small amount compared to the 
10-12 pounds used for silage sorg­ 
hums but heavier planting rates 
do cut grain yields in dry seasons. 
Recommend varieties include: 
Colored seed - -Martins. V.cst- 
land, Redbine No. 60, Plainsman 
White seed -Combine Kafir No. 
60 
There is only a limited supply 
of hybrid sorghums and it is not 
known whether they are adapted 
in this area. 
Fertilize these sorghums about 
as you fertilize for corn. Use a soil 
test as a guide. Probably in no 
case should more than 60 pounds of 
actual nitrogen be applied. 
Weeds can be a problem in these 
combine sorghums. 
A pre-emer­ 
gence treatm ent of 2-4D cannot be 
used on sorghums but a post em­ 
ergence treatm ent can be made 
using the same rates as for corn. 
Sorghums are a bit more sensit:ve 
than corn so application rates must 
be accurate. 
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Minimum Price Support 
For Rice Is Increased 
Murray C. Colbert, 
chairman 
of the Missouri State ASC Com­ 
mittee, has been advised that Sec 
retary of Agriculrure Ezra 
Taft 
Benson increased the 
minimum 
national support price for 1956- 
crop rice to $4.50 per hundred lbs. 
This action brings the 
1956-crop 
rice support price to the minimum 
level provided in the President’s 
farm message of April 16 announc 
ing prompt administrative mea­ 
sures to increase farm income. 
In his message, the 
President 
announced a rice 
support price 
for 1956 at a minimum national 
level of $4.50 per hundred pounds 
but not less than 824 percent 
>f 
the rice parity price. If 824 per- 
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cent of the rice parity price as of 
the beginning of 
the marketing 
year (August 1, 
1956) 
is higher 
than $4.50 per 
hundred 
pounds, 
the support price will be increas­ 
ed further. 
At present, $4.50 is 
82.7 percent of parity. 
Price support for rice in 1956 
will be available to producers who 
plant within their 
acreage allot 
ments and so are also within their 
marketing quotas. 
Both market­ 
ing quotas (approved by produc- 
1956) and acreage allotments are 
in effect for the 1956 rice crop. 
Price support will be carried out, 
as in the past, 
through non-re- 
course loans and purchase agree 
ments, and will be available from 
harvest time through January 31, 
1957. 
This action increases the mini­ 
mum rice price support for the 
1956-crop from the minimum 
of 
$4.04 per hundred pounds (75 per­ 
cent of parity) 
announced pre­ 
viously. 
For 1955-crop rice, the 
national average 
support 
price 
was $4.66 per hundred pounds or 
85 percent of parity. 
Producers had placed 26,220.611 
hundredweight of 1955-crop 
rice 
under pric esupport as of March 
15. 
Of this total, 15.525,408 hun­ 
dredweight were 
under 
non-re­ 
course loans and 10,695,203 hun­ 
dredweight were purchase agree 
ments. 
As of April 11, the Com­ 
modity Credit Corporation had in 
its inventory approximately 
23, 
373,000 hundredweight, rough rice 
equivalent, of which a substantial 
amount is scheduled for export 
under P. L. 480 (foreign currency 
programs.

Farm ers in the county are be­ 
coming more conscious of the a* 
mount of moisture required to vro- 
duce our field crops, states County 
Agent, Bert Robbins. 
Information 
released by the College of Agri­ 
culture indicates: 
About 24 inches of w ater are re­ 
quired in Missouri to produce a 
corn crop of 150 bushels per acre. 
About the same amount is requir­ 
ed for a 35-40 bushel soybean crop. 
Of course, adequate fertility, good 
soil tilth, and proper crop mana­ 
gement are also required. This 24 
inches of water is used from plant­ 
ing time to early m aturity - a per­ 
iod of about 120 days. 
If the tem­ 
perature is extremely high, a lit­ 
tle more will be required. If there 
are a lot of cool cloudy days, a lit­ 
tle less will be needed. 
This wa­ 
ter is used by evaporation from 
the soil surface and by transpira­ 
tion through the leaves of the plant 
to the atmosphere. 
Daily use averages 1-5 inch. Dur­ 


ing the first part of the season dai­ 
ly use is lower than this average. It 
is highest toward the middle of the 
season when daily temperatures 
are highest. This is the period be­ 
ginning after the plant leaves com­ 
pletely cover the soil and ending 
when the seed begins to mature. 
After this the use of water is slow­ 
ed to about the same as during the 
early part of the season.

Planting Combined Type Sorghums 
Considerable interest has been 
evidenced in New Madrid County in 
the use of combined type grain sor­ 
ghums as a supplement to the cur­ 
rent crop now being grown, accord­ 
ing to Bert Robbins, County Exten­ 
sion Agent. This interest has been 
due to the comparatively good per­ 
formances of the sorghums during 
the past few dry years, the f a c t 
that the crop is not restricted b y 
allotments, and that they can b e 
harvested with the combined. 
There is one m ajor difficulty in 
growing combine sorghums here 
in Missouri. 
Under normal moist 
fall conditions, the grain dries out 
very slowly in the field. 
T h i s 
makes it difficult to get the grain 


harvested with a low enough mois­ 
ture content to kep in storage. The 
College of Agriculture recommend 
combine type sorghums only v here 
a farm er has drying facilities o r 
can sell the crop direct from t h e 
combine to someone that can dry 
the grain. 
These sorghums 
are a warm 
weather crop and should be plant­ 
ed a week to ten days after normal 
corn planting. 
Planting rate should be 3 to 5 
pounds per acre. That seems like 
a small amount compared to the 
10-12 pounds used for silage sorg­ 
hums but heavier planting rates 
do cut grain yields in dry seasons. 
Recommend varieties include: 
Colored seed - -Martins, West­ 
land, Redbine No. 60, Plainsman 
White seed --Combine Kafir No. 
60 
There is only a limited supply 
of hybrid sorghums and it is not 
known whether they are adapted 
in this area. 
Fertilize these sorghums about 
as you fertilize for corn. Use a soil 
test as a guide. Probably in no 
case should more than 60 pounds of 
actual nitrogen be applied. 
Weeds can be a probltm in these 
combine sorghums. 
A pre-emer­ 
gence treatm ent of 2-4D cannot be 
used on sorghums but a post em­ 
ergence treatm ent can be made 
using the same rates as for corn. 
Sorghums are a bit more sensit've 
than corn so application rates must 
be accurate.
